THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

LESSON IV, SECOND QUARTER, INTER¬ 
NATIONAL SERIES, APRIL 23. 

Text of the Lesson, John ilv, 1-14, 
Memory Verses, 2-8— Golden Text, 
John xiv, G—Commentary Prepared 
hy the Rev. D. 31. Stearns. 

[Copyright, 1899, by D. M. Stearns.] 

I. “Let not your heart be troubled; ye 
believe in God, believe also in Me.” It is 
the last night before His great agony, and 
one would think that He wouldneed some 
one to comfort Him, but with entire self 
renunciation He comforts these weak ones 
and us through them.. He teaches us that 
in the world we shall have tribulation 
(xvl, 33), but we need not have our hearts 
troubled. In Math, xxiv, 6, He says: “Ye 
shall hear of wars and rumors of wars. 
See that ye he not troubled.” In Isa. 
ixvi, 3, the secret of perfect peace is shown 
to be a mind staid on Him. 

8. “I go to prepare a place for you. ” 
When on earth, He lived for us and died 
for us and rose again. Now in heaven He 
ever livoth to make intercession for us 
and, as He said, is preparing a place for 
us. We may not understand these m-^y 
mansions nowand just what they mi... j, 
but it should suffice to know that He who 
loved us enough to give Himself for us 
and hear our sins in His own body on the 
cross is preparing a place for us in glory. 
It will be worthy of Him who prepares it. 

8. “I will come again and receive you 
unto Myself.” He wants us with Him to 
see and share His glory (chapter xvii, 88, 
84). Concerning His,coming again see 
Aots i, 11; I Thess. iv, 16; jleb. ix, 88; 
Titus ii, 13; Rev. i, 7-13. Do not think-of 
His coming as death or the ooming of the 
Spirit at Pentecost or any other event, hut 
always as His literal personal return, first 
to the air for His saints and later to the 
earth with His saints to set up His king¬ 
dom here on the earth with Israel as a 
center. 

4. “And whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know.” He had often told them 
that He had come from the Father and 
would return to the Father. He had also 
told them that He would die and rise 
again the third day. So had they believed 
His wordB they might have known much 
more than they did. To Him the going 
to the Father was very real, for with the 
Father He had been from all eternity. 

B. “Lord, we know not.” Thus said 
Thomas, who also after the resurrection 
said, “Except I shall see, I will not be¬ 
lieve” (chapter xx, 35). He knew not be¬ 
cause he believed not. Some want to see, 
and some want to understand before they 
will believe. Such not only grieve the 
Spirit, hut lose much personal joy. To 
them the Lord says: “Be notfaithless, but 
believing. Blessed are they that have not 
seen, yet have believed” (chapter xx, 87, 
89). 

6. “Jesus saith unto him, I am the way 
and the truth and the life.” He is the 
new and living way (Heb. x, SO), in con¬ 
trast to all the forms of the ceremonial 
law, and as the antitype of all types and 
substance of all shadows. He is the truth, 
for God is the God of truth (Isa. lxv, 16), 
and His word is truth (John xvii, 17). In 
Him is life, and He is our life. He that 
hath the Son hath life (John i, 4; Col. iii, 
4; I John v, 11, 13). There is no other 
way to heaven or to the Father (Acts 

iv, IS). 

7. “If ye had known Me, ye should have 
known My Father also, and from hence¬ 
forth ye know Him and have seen Him.” 
To know God is life indeed and peace and 
joy and a foretaste of heaven. It is better 
than all the riches or wisdom or might of 
this world (John xvii, 3; Job xxii, 31; 
Jer. ix, S3, 34). How wise are those who 
give themselves up to know our Lord 
Jesus Christ as revealed to us in the Scrip¬ 
tures, and thus to know the Father I 

8. “Philip saith unto Him, Lord, shew 
us the Father, and it suffice th us.” He 
had said many such words—as “The Fa¬ 
ther sent Me,” “The Father is with Me,” 
“I and My Father are one,” “I do always 
those things that please Him,” and from 
such sayings S^iey might have gathered 
that.toknow Him was to know the Father. 

9. “He that hath seen Me hath seen the 
Father. ” He is the image of the invisible 
God, the brightness of His glory, and tho 
express image of His person (Col. i, 15; 
Heb. i, 3). Shall we ever see the Father? 
We shall expect to and yet be satisfied if 
in the glory we see only, as John saw, on 
the throne one like the appearance of a 
jasper and a sardine stone (Rev. iv, 3). 
Whom no man hath seen, nor can see (I 
Tim. vi, 16) may mean no mortal man. 

10. “Believest thou not that I am in. 
the Father and the Father in Me?” Then 
He adds that all His words and works 
were not His, but the Father’s. He takes 
no credit to Himself for anything. As to 
His words He says elsewhere that the Fa¬ 
ther gave Him a commandment what He 
should say and speak (xii, 49). It was the 
same with prophets and apostles; they 
were given hy God the words which they 
should speak (Ex. iv, IS; Jer. i, 7, 9; 
Ezek. ii, 7; iii, 4; Math, x, SO). 

II. “Believe Me for the very works’ 
sake.” In the previous verse He asks if 
they do not believe that He is in the Fa¬ 
ther and the Father in Him, hut now He 
commands them to believe it and calls 
upon the works as evidence. In chapter 

v, 36-39, He says that the Father and His 
word and works all'bear witness that He 
is what He says He is—one with the Fa¬ 
ther, the 'Lord God of the holy prophets, 
the Messiah of Israel, the Son of God. He 
is the Wonderful, Counselor, Mighty God, 
Everlasting Father, Prince of Peace (Isa. 
ix, 6). 

13. “Yerily, verily, I say unto you, he 
that believeth. on Me, the works that I do 
shall he do also; and greater works than 
these shall he do, because I go unto My 
Father. 1 ’ Thus will he manifest the union 
of the believer with Christ, as His union 
with the Father was made manifest. It 
is God who worketh in us both to will and 
to do of His good pleasure, and He will 
work in us those things which axe pleas¬ 
ing in His sight (Phil, ii, 18; Heb. xiii, 
21). 

13. “And whatsoever ye shall ask in My 
name, that will I do, that the.Father may 
be glorified in the Son. ” We are supposed 
to ask only for those things which will 
glorify God. When the lame man at the 
gate of the temple or AEneas or others 
were healed in the name of the Lord Jesus, 
then God was glorified in Him. When 
souls are sayed, God is glorified in Christ. 
When saved ones are wholly set .apart for 
Gfod, then He is glorified. When hy His 
grace we manifest a meek and quiet spirit 
under trials, He is glorified. 

14. “If he shall ask anything in My 
name, I will do it. ” I believe that the key 
to these two verses with their seemingly 
unlimited possibilities is in the words “in 
My name,” which, as I understand it, 
means just what He would ask if He was 
here. In His name suggests that we are 
about His business, seeking only His glory 
as He ever sought the Father’s glory.

GRADERS AND ROLLERS NEEDED FOR 

GOOD WORK. 

• *, 

The Grader Shapes the Road Proper¬ 
ly and Heaves a Smooth Surface. 
Rolling Solidities—Road Tax Should 
Be Paid In Cash. 

“Must the Farmer Pay For Good 
Roads?” by Otto Darner, is the title of 
a pamphlet issued by the League of 
American Wheelmen and adopted by 
the department of agriculture as circu¬ 
lar No- SI of the bureau of road in¬ 
quiry. It contains much valuable infor¬ 
mation for the road builder and par¬ 
ticularly advocates the use of machinery 
in constructing dirt roads. In this con¬ 
nection it says: The first thing to be ob¬ 
served in building country roads is to 
afford protection against water. A dirt 
or gravel road properly built and main¬ 
tained can be made to shed water like a 
roof, and if the use of narrow tires and 
the wearing of ruts could be prevented 
our country road3 might be excellent.

HEROES OF THE RAILWAY. 

How the Plucky Son. of a Brave Man 
Acted, In an Emergency. 

The Century has published several: arti¬ 
cles on the ‘‘Heroes of Peace,” and one of 
the best of the series appears in the March 
number of the magazine. It is called 
“Heroes of the Hallway Service’* and 
consists of notes from the experience of 
Mr. Charles De Lana Hine. The writer is 
a graduate of West Point, who, after serv¬ 
ing four years as an officer, voluntarily 
resigned his commission iu the army to 
become a freight brakeman. He worked 
six months as a brakeman and two years 
as a yard master, all of the time in con¬ 
stant contact with the men. Here is one 
of the good stories he tells: 

Not long ago a freight conductor started 
on a night run after drawing his month’s 
wages from the pay car. He had with him 
his young son, a lad of 12, and when well 
under way they began to cook supper on 
the caboose stove. The rear brakeman, on 
watch in the cupola, observed that the en¬ 
gine seemed to have unusnal difficulty In 
pulling the train. He did not connect this 
fact with the presence of several hoboes on 
top of the cars, who, unknown to Mm, 
were setting brakes and stalling the train. 
The front door of the caboose flew open 


and four masked and armed men ordered 
the occupants to throw up their hands. 
The conductor jumped to sMeld his child, 
seized a coupling pin and smashed a head, 
but not until four shots had rung out and 
three bullets were in his body. Fighting 
to the last, ho fell dead in the doorway. 
The brakeman was shot in the arm and 
made Ms escapefrom the car to the ground. 
Fearing he would give the alarm and 
cause their capture, the bandits fled. Then 
the hoy showed that the blood of heroes is 
transmitted to succeeding generations. He 
pulled the body of Ms father inside and 
coolly secured Ms money and watch. He 
noticed that the train was barely moving, 
and it occurred to him that there was a 
second section close behind. He knew the 
brakeman had no lantern even if alive. 
The plucky boy took the red light and tor¬ 
pedoes, dropped off, ran back, expecting at 
every step to be shot, and flagged the oth¬ 
er train. Travelers westward over the Big 
Four sometimes wonder why a slender 
volunteer seems so prominent in helping 
the switchmen attach the dining carat one 
of the terminals. If they happen to in¬ 
quire, the men reply, ‘•'Why, that’s John’s 
boy, the conductor those bums ‘put in the 
i clear’ that pay day last year.”

should be taken advantage of in road 
building. If the road beproperly crown¬ 
ed—that is. if its middle be properly 
raised above the sides—the rain and 
melting snow will naturally run off into 
the ditches. On the other hand, if the 
middle he worn down by travel, the wa¬ 
ter collecting there will soon form a 
puddle and ruin the road. In the same 
way ruts formed by narrow tires afford 
a though for the collection of water and 
contribute to its destruction. 

Labor as they might, American farm¬ 
ers have long been unable to build their 
roads so as to shed water. But the so¬ 
lution has been found in the road 
grader. The American farmer is quick 
to realize the value of machinery, and 
the rapid growth in theuse of the reap¬ 
er, the hinder, the separator, is an elo¬ 
quent tribute to the practical genius of 
American agriculture. The growth of 
the use of road graders has been won¬ 
derful during the last few years and in¬ 
dicates that the farmer has discovered a 
practical solution of the problem how 
to build his local dirt roads. 

The peculiar feature of a road grader 
is that it cuts away the dirt at the side 
of the road and draws it up into the 
middle, thus producing a ditch at each 
side and a slope in each direction from 
the center. At the same time it will 
cut away the dirt to just the proper 
depth and no deeper. In this particular 
its work differs from, that accomplished 
by the use of plows, shovels or hand 
scrapers. The road grader leaves a 
smooth, regular surface, giving the 
road the proper contour. A dirt or 
gravel road can be put into excellent 
shape by running the grader repeatedly 
over it. Care should be taken first to 
remove brush and rubbish from the 
side of the road that the grader may 
not carry it into the traveled roadway. 

To properly finish a dirt road made 
with the use of the grader it should he 
thoroughly rolled and hardened. It is 
not sufficient that it be crowned, but it 
should be made hard and smooth. The 
same thing is true of gravel roads. This 
can he best accomplished with the use 
of rollers. Horse rollers weighing from 
five to eight tons are most frequently 
used for the purpose. All loose stones 
should he removed from the road sur¬ 
face before rolling, as well as sods, turf, 
leaves, sticks or any other matter that 
will tend to soften the roadbed. A road 
that is thoroughly and repeatedly rolled 
is well fitted to stand the wear of travel 
and can he made into a perfect water¬ 
shed. 

The difficulty about the use of road 
machinery in many localities is to he 
found in its cost. It is frequently 
thought wrong that farmers should he 
obliged to tax themselves for the pur¬ 
chase of road graders and road rollers 
in addition to having to stand the reg¬ 
ular road tax. There is much justice in 
this position, for the average farmer 
pays his full share of taxes, and these 
should not he added to or increased 
without some very excellent reason. 
But the farmers of the United States 
are badly in want of good roads, and 
the clamor for their construction is 
growing from year to year. Quite a 
number of towns have solved the road 
machinery problem by voting to pay 
their taxes in cash instead of working 
them out, and using a part of this fund 
for the purchase of machines, which 
avoids the necessity of levying an extra 
tax for the purpose. This plan has been 
adopted in New York and Wisconsin, 
and probably elsewhere. 

In Wisconsin C. H. Everett, until re¬ 
cently the president of the Wisconsin 
Dairymen’s association, says on this 
subject in a recent letter: “The town 
of Turtle, Rock county, where l reside, 
was among the first to adopt the cash 
system and has two improved road 
graders. I do not think that onr people 
could ever he induced to go hack to the 
old system. We know that we have 
spent enough money in road taxes dur¬ 
ing the past 40 years to have macadam¬ 
ized every road, and until we began to 
pay onr road taxes in cash and use ma¬ 
chinery there had been little or no im¬ 
provement in our highways.” 

The proposition to pay road taxes in 
cash met with little favor in the begin¬ 
ning. Farmers were unwilling, as 
might reasonably be expected, to pay 
their road taxes in cash instead of in 
work. But sentiment is now largely the 
other way among intelligent farmers, 
since experience has shown that more 
can be accomplished with $1 of tax paid 
in cash than §2 or even §3 of tax worked 
out on the highway

SOCIAL TIPPLING. 

A Custom Whicl Debauches Toutb 
and Robs It of Its Vigor. 

It should seem to prudent and con¬ 
scientious men a pressing duty to use

present native authorities, local chiefs or 
princes may be used to keep order and col¬ 
lect revenue till the new government sees 
its way to changing them or dispensing 
with them. In India the English found j 
it prudent to alter the administration of j 
the Mogul sovereigns and of the native 
rajahs very gradually. Some wise men 
think our Indian government has under¬ 
taken too much direct administration, and 
that it would have been better to leave far 
more of the country under native rule, 
merely supervised by British officers. To 
begin by subduing the semi-independent 
Mohammedan sultans who reign in some 
of the Philippines might prove a trouble¬ 
some business, as the Dutch have found 
their war with the sultan of Achin, in 
Sumatra, a very long and costly affair. 
Our experience is that such potentates 
must in the long run he brought under 
control, but that they may be permitted 
to keep for a time their authority in a sort 
of loose vassalage. 

A firm hand needs to be kept on white 
adventurers. Capital must of course be 
encouraged to flow in from civilized coun¬ 
tries, and advantages offered to those who 
will develop the country, will drain and 
improve lands, work forests, open mines. 
But the European adventurer is almost 
certain to try to defraud or to oust the na¬ 
tive. Quarrels follow, Europeans are mal¬ 
treated, their expulsion or death must be 
punished, order is disturbed, the natives 
are alienated, and government becomes 
unpopular. In India, and in some parts of 
Africa, our imperial authorities keep a 
very tight hand on the speculative Euro¬ 
pean who desires to exploit the native, and 
all sorts of facilities for playing tricks 
which at home come within the conception 
of “liberty” must in these new countries 
disappear before state necessity.

I recall a breezy mountain top and a 
young hunter whose woodcraft had won 
my admiration. Delicately I touched upon 
the question of education. 

“Can you write numbers?” 

The answer came, slow and guarded. 
“Reckon I can write some numbers.” 

Then on a piece of bark I drew the nine 
digits. He read them all. Next came the 
combination of figures, and I included the 
date 1897. 

“I don’t guess I can tell that thar. ” 

I explained it. And then a new test oc¬ 
curred to me. 

“Do you know what 1897 means?” 

“Hit’s the year, hain’t it?” 

“But why is this year called 1897? It Is 
1897 years since what?” 

“I never heard tell.’' 

Another instance came to light through 
the distribution of reading matter. When 
I was young in the mountains, I distribut¬ 
ed a barrel of copies of the New York In¬ 
dependent, and had great satisfaction in 
. observing the eagerness with which they 
were taken. A little later I discovered 
that these simple folk could not compre¬ 
hend the high themes discussed in that 
excellent periodical, and that their eager¬ 
ness was only to secure paper for the walls 
of their cabins! Yet in many places a 
mere scrap of printed paper will be cher¬ 
ished. More than once one of our exten¬ 
sion lecturers has been intercepted in at¬ 
tempting to throw into the fire the paper 
which had been wrapped around some 
toilet article. 

“Don’t burn thet thar, stranger; hit 
mought have some news on hit.” 

So, too, it is pitiful to see how helpless 
these people are in estimating the things 
of the outside world. The story is quite 
credible of tbe mountaineer in Georgia 
who inquired why the folks of the county 
town were not more “tore up” over the 
Spanish war. “It hav been giv out in 
our settlement, ” said he, “thet them Span¬ 
ish has fiyin squadroons, and we ’low thet 
if one of them should light in our parts 
they would be as hard on ns as the rebs.”
